— The President is pleased to award 
the Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned 
officer of the tJttar Pradesh Police: — 

Name of the Offlcor and Rank. — Shri Dharam Pal 
Verma, I.P.S., Superintendent of Police, Mathura. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded.' — On October 11 , 1955 , in the early 

morning Shri Dharam Pal Verma, Superintendent of 
Police, Mathura, received information that three 
notorious dacoits Ghurey, Har Prasad and Nathi, all 
heavily armed, were in a thick Bajra field near 
Village Rasmai awaiting the arrival of other mem- 
bers of the gang. He Immediately collected an 
available force of 2 C.Is., 2 Sub-Inspectors and 58 
other ranks and proceeded to the spot. On reaching 
there he divided hls w force into four sections which 
encircled the field and took up their positions. Shri 
D. P. Verma with two tommy-gunners crawled up to 
a raised mud-platform, situated about 20 feet Inside 
the field. When the dacoits detected his presence, 
they immediately opened fire at him. One bullet 
whizzed past his head and Shri Verma had a very 
narrow and lucky escape. The Police party fired a 
few rifle shots and demanded the surrender of the 
dacoits, Shri Verma then fired two rifle grenades 
at the dacoits with no effect as the dacoits hod firmly 
entrenched themselves behind excellent cover. 


Realising that long-range firing of his men was 
ineffective, Shri Verma ordered each police section to 
move forward and close on to the dacoits. He him- 
self, regardless of the continuous and heavy fire 
moved from one section to another in order to en- 
courage his mpn and keep them moving. The force 
led by him continued crawling inch by inch till the 
encirclement had been narrowed down to a radius 
of 50 yards. Intensive firing from 2 sections was then 
ordered which resulted in the shooting dead of Har 
Prasad and Ghurey. The third dacoit Nathi had 
separated from his other two associates and was still 
present somewhere jn the field. The combing of this 
portion of the field was then continued and after 
about half an hour, Nathi was. also shot dead in a 
close fight. The dacoits had put up a desperate gun 
battle for about three and half hours in broad day 
light and it is creditable that the police party remain- 
ed completely unscathed. 

The dacoits Har Prasad, Ghurey and Nathi had 
created a reign of terror on the Mathura-Aligarh- 
Agra borders and had been responsible for no less 
than 16 cases of dacoity, 2 of robbery and 4 of murder. 

Throughout this operation which wa s planned and 
ably executed, Shri D. P. Verma displayed high qua- 
lities of leadership and gallantry which were inspiring 
to the men whom he commanded.

The Council has obtained particulars from members 
who seek employment and Is taking active steps for 
utilisation of the services of the members both in 
public and private sectors. The Tentative Committee 
for Employment recommended the formation of a 
regular Employment Committee and this Committee 
which has since been constituted is taking necessary 
steps in regard to this matter. 


(F) Number of Institutions Recognised: Ten Insti- 
tutions have been recognised for the purposes of coach- 
ing students for the ] First Chartered Accountants 
Examination. 

(G) 'Articled and Audit Clerks: During the year, 
794 Articled and 470 Audit Clerks were registered. 

(H) Syllabus: The new syllabus comes into force 
from 1st July 1956. Under this, the First Examina- 
tion is abolished and there will now be three exami- 
nations, viz,, Preliminary, Intermediate find Final. 
Coaching Scheme: 

As mentioned in the previous Report, the scheme 
came into operation as from 1st July 1956. It is now 
obligatory for a person desirous of entering into 
articled or audit service to enrol himself for a course 
of postal tuition with the Coaching Board before his 
apprenticeship becomes effective. Tuition is optional 
for those who have registered their service prior to 
1st July 1956. During the first year, however, tuition 
is being provided to students only for the Intermediate 
Examination, In due course, the scheme will be 
extended also to the students preparing for the Final 
Examination. 

The enrolment of students has commenced and 
tuition is also being imparted. 


A number of Chartered Accountants have been 
recruited recently in Government service and in Gov- 
ernment controlled undertakings, particularly in the 
Department of Company Law Administration, Indian 
Airlines Corporation and Hindustan Steel Ltd. 

Library: 

We have at present 1,718 volumes in the library. 
Post-Graduate Training: 

The Council has proposed to start a post-graduate 
course on ‘Management Accountancy’ for the members 
of the Institute with a view to impart specialised 
training imperative for sound and scientific manage- 
ment so that they could be readily absorbed by indus- 
trial and commercial houses, both in the private sector 
and the public sector. 

Seventh International Congress: 

The Council has received an invitation for the 
Seventh International Congress to be held at Amster- 
dam In September 1957. A representative delegation 
is expected to attend. 

Shri S. P. Chopra has been requested to read a 
paper on ‘Budgeting and Corresponding Modernization 
of Accounting’ at the Congress. 


It is hoped that during tho coming year the Scheme 
will be in full swing and the effort of the Council to 
provide facilities for securing a minimum standard 
of theoretical knowledge for all examinees of the 
Institute will be fulfilled. 

Journal: 

The Journal completed four years of its useful 
existence with the issue for June 1956. 

Shri S. Vaidyanath Aiyar continues to be the Editor. 
New Companies Act: 

The Companies Act, 1956 came into force on 1st 
April 1956. 

The Research Committee has gone into the form of 
Balance-sheet and Profit & Loss Account and since 
prepared a note for the guidance of members. 

Government Recognition: 

The Council gratefully records the continued 
support and assistance in its work from Government. 
Shri C. S. Sastri, President of the Institute, has been 
appointed as a member of the Company Law Advisory 
Commission. 


Second Conference of Members: 

The Council has decided to hold the Second Confer- 
ence of Members in April 1957 at Delhi. The follow- 
ing are the subjects on which papers would be read:
